Hopkins Clearly in the Lead. 

Returns which are official practically in 
all districts except those in Chicago, give 
Senator A. J. Hopkins thirty-five districts, 
Congressman George E. Foss fourteen, and 
ex-United States Senator William E. Mason 
two. These returns place Mr. Hopkins’ 
vote at 165,068, Mr. Foss’ at 117,146, and Mr. 
Mason's at 86,18). 

in the thirty-five districts instructed for 
Mr. Hopkins there are sixty-one republican 
candidates for the house, nine bt the dis- 
tricts having nominated but one candidate. 
Among the twenty-four hold-over senators 
there are four democrats, nine republicans 
who are instructed for Mr. Foss, nine for 
Mr. Hopkins, and two for Mr. Mason. 

If every republican candidate for the lower 
house were elected from the districts in- 
structed for Mr. Hopkins he would have 
sixty-one votes from that branch of the leg- 
islature on the joint ballot.

Deadlock Is Not Unlikely. 

From this it may be seen that if the legis- 
lators stick to the theory that they are in- 
structed by senatorial districte the proba- 
bilities of a senatorial deadiock at Springfield 
next winter are above the average. 

The replies to Tun Trisune’s inquiry indi- 
‘cate that the candidates consider themselves 
so instructed—by districts rather than by the 
vote in the state at large. It is improbable 
that all the candidates inst ructed in this fash- 
fon will be elected. That assumption counts 
upon republican success in every close dis- 
trict. 

Mr. Hopkins has won a plurality of the pop- 
ular state at large and he has won a major- 
ity of the senatorial districts, but the present

Anthony Thompson, a saloonkeeper at 
North Forty-second and West Chicago ave- 
nues, was foun@ dead behind his bar at 11 
o’¢lock last night with a bullet wound in the 
left aide of his head A revolver, said to have 
belonged to him, was found lying to the left 
ot the body. Mra, Thompson told the police 
that after the shot was fired she saw two 
men run from the front door. The whole cage 
is mysterious and the police suspect there 
was no holdup. No one else saw the fleeing 
men. b 

According to the police, the saloonkeeper 
and his wife have had several quarrels re- 
cently. Two wéeks ago neighbors saw him 
run from the place, closely followed by his 
wife. During the chase she is said to have 
fired five times at him with a revolver. 
About the same time Thompson “ blacked ”’ 
hig wife's eyes. 

It is also declared that a few days ago 
Thompson filed a suit for divorce from his 
wife, and secured a temporary injunction at 
the same time restraining oe from entering 
the saloon. 

Mrs. Thompson admitted, 3 the murder 
had been committed. that she and her hus- 
band had quarreled frequently, but declared 
that last evening they both had agreed to 
patch up their differences. She said that 
Thompson promised to stop today all the 
legal proceedings he had instituted. 


Had Been Sleeping in Saloon. 

It was learned that Thompson had been 
sleeping in a rear room of the saloon, having 

oved his bed from upstairs, where the fam -

ar old daughter, reside. 

‘Mre. Thompson said that de soon as she 
knew that her husband was shot she ran to 
the home of her brother, Daniel Furman, 
who lives two blocks from the saloon.

THEATER CROWDS NEAR PANIC 


Police Avert Danger in the Vir- 
ginia, a West Side Playhouse. 


INSPECTOR SCORES PLACE, 


Declares That He Will Insist on Dras- | 


* 


A panic narrowly was averted last night 
in the Virginia theater, Halsted and West 
dison streets. It was the intermission be- 
tween the two evening performances, and 
scores of persons who had just bought tick- 
ets struggied with those who were starting 
to leave the playhouse. It was not until 
Lieut. Michael Madden ‘and policemen from 
the Desplaines street statioh arrived that 
the crowds were calmed and cleared away. 
As a result ofthe overcrowding of the 
playhouge Fire Inspector John C. McDonnell 
asserted that he would secure warrants for 
the arrest of the managers this morning. 
The trouble started early in the evening 
when the tickets for the firat performance 
were sold out and the cashier was still selling 
to many people in front of the window, 
permitting them to enter and stand in the 
aisles. Despite the protests of City Fire- 
man John Miller, the structure was rapidly 
packed, and scores of persons were shouting . 
and jostling one another in the gallery. 


Fireman Warns Manager. 

“ You'll have to stop this kind of business 
right now,“ Miller told Manager L. C. Gold- 
man. T' not stand any more of this kind 
of work, and the excuse that it is amateur 
night’ doesn’t go. Hither get those people 
out of the aisles or I will call the police.” 

While the fireman was talking with Gold- 
man some of those nearest the front doors 
were pushed agpinst the swinging barriers 
and two glass windows were shattered. A 
minute later the fireman forced his way 
down the aisle and attempted to drive the 
spectators out into the street. It wae only 
when he saw he wae unable to cope with 
the gituation thet he called Fire Inspector 
McDonnell, and the latter arrived a short 
time later. 

“The theater has a seating capacity of 
780, said L. C. Goldman, “ but there was no 
trouble, and as it was there were atill a few 
seats left. The police are trying to put us 
out of business, but there was no danger at 
any time.” 

Inspector Séores Placs. 

„It is the worst place I ever got in,“ was 
the comment of Fire Inspector McDonnell. 
„The place has been in trouble before, and 
Fireman Miller had more than his hands full 
for the night. I will make my report to Fire 
Attorney Hogan and Chief Horan this morn- 
ing, and will ask that drastic measures be 
adopted in dealing with these people, They 
have been warned before,.and the over- 
crowding is a regular Friday night occur- 
rence, I understand. If anything had hap- 
pened last night it is hard telling just how 
many of the spectators would have been able 


to reach safety.”

TROOPS FIRE INTO MOB. 

At 2:30 this morning the militia ordered out 

by Gov. Deneen fired a volley into the mob, 
which was putting the torch to negro houses 
in the bad lands.“ 
The Bloomington, Decatur, Peoria and 
Pekin companies of the Illinois national 
guerd arrived shortly after the lest clash 
between the local militiamen and the rioters. 
They were immediately sent to the bad lands 
to ald in breaking up the crowds wrecking 
and firing the disreputable houses. 

NEGRO SHOOTER LYNCHED. 

After burning many houses the remnant of 
the mob, which became more and more des- 
perate as the night passed, finally gratified 
its thiret for blood this morning at 8 o'clock, 
when Charles H. Hunter, a negro, was 
lynched at the corner of Twelfth and Madi- 
gon streets, right in the heart of the bad 
lands.“ 
Troops arrived at the scene too late to pre- 
vent the shooting. Some of the members of 
the mob declared that the negro lynched had 
shot two white men. They said that in a 
fight with the whites the negro was forced 
into a corner at the saloon and grocery on 
the corner of Twelfth and Madison. When 
retreat was cut off the negro is said to have 
opened fire, wounding two. 


SHOT AND THEN HUNG. 
Then came the cry, Get the rope!“ 
All the members of the mob eagerly took 
up the cry. The negro was caught and 
dragged to the street. Here he was beaten 
and shot five times and then a rope was 
swung around his neck and the other end 
of the rope thrown over the limb of a tree 
right in front of the store. With a cry of 
satisfaction the negro was swung high off the 
ground. He was dead in a few moments, 
Just then the Decatur troops arrived. 
Two volleys were fired over the heads of the 
lynchers. The order was given by Col. Wells, 
Fifth infagtry, in command, to “ disperse." 
With reluctance some of the members of 
the mob began to back away. 


MOB BALEED BY RUSE. 

All this turmoll grows out of an attempt 
to lynch a negro who had assaulted a white 
woman. The negro was spirited out of 
town, and the mob, balked in ita vengeance, 
immediately turned on the man who loaned 
his automobile to the authorities to enable 
them to convey the negro to a place of 
safety.

OFFICERS FOIL VIRGINIA MOB. 


300 Men Seek Negroes’ Lives and May 
March on Jail Where Prisoners 
Were Removed. 


Norfolk, Va., Aug. 15.—A mob. of over 300 
men attacked the Portsmouth jailat 1 o'clock 
this morning, bent on lynching William King 
and Henry Smith, negroes, held on the 
charge of assaulting Mrs. Katherine Powell, 
and aged white woman, last Monday. The 
negroes had been removed to the Norfolk jail. 

The mob forced the doors of the prison and 
were met by Deputy Sheriff Heubert and half 
a score of officers, of whom the cell keys were 
demanded. The officers refused to give the 
keys up and forced the crowd back with 
drawn weapons. 

Under orders of Mayor Reed the police 
arrested Wade Codde, Martin L. Westbroke, 
and T. O. Willlams, white men, and twelve 
negroes as ring leaders of the mob. War- 
rants have been issued for fifty more. 

At 2 a. m. the crowd had left the vicinity 
of the jail, and, it is reported, is congregat - 
ing elsewhere and intends to march to Nor- 
folk and attack the jail. 


CONDUCTORS-HELD AS THIEVES; 
PUBLIC AIDS IN THE STEALINGS 


Newark, N. J., Loses $500,000 Yearly 
from Peculations of Employes on 
“Pay-as-You-Enter” Cars. : 


Newark, N. J., Aug. 14—[Special.]— 
Charged with pocketing fares on pay-as- 
you-enter cars on the Broad street line, 
John T. Lennon and John H. Ford, conduct- 
ors in the employ of the Public Service cor- 
poration, were arraigned today in the First 
precinct police court. Acting Judge Freeland 
held Ford in $300 ball for the grand jury and 


tomorrow. Matthew R. Boylan, auditor of 
the company, acted as complainant. 

Col. Edwin W. Hine, secretary of the pub- 
lic service corporation, said the arrests were 
the first of a series to follow a year’s work 
by the railroad detectives. Scores of con- 
ductors on all the lines have been caught 
“ snatching’ fares, he said. A year ago 
the company established a secret service de- 
partment after learning its losse on fares 
were alarming. Mr. Hine said the public 
helps the conductors to steal. 

“I should estimate the aggregate loss to 
the company, said Mr. Hine, at $500,000 a 
year.”’ 

It is said that conductors in the habit of 
holding out, manage to pocket from $3 to $4 
aday. Fully 2,000 men have been discharged 
in one year on suspicion. In each? pay as 
you enter car there is a posted notice to the 
effect that conductors must return to passen- 
gers the full amount of change and that in 
every case the passenger is to deposit the 
fare himself. 

It the passengers oheyed these rules,“ 
said Mr. Boylan, there would be na possi- 
bility of thieving on the part of conductors. 
Instead, however, the passengers in many 
cases, generally through inadvertence, hand 
their nickels to the conductors, many of 
whom hold out their hands to receive it. In 
this way they make possible what is nothing 
less than deliberate petty larceny.’’ 


After the court proceedings Mr. Hine made 


the startling assertion that there was steal- 
ing done with the open connivance of the 
public. : 

The public,” he said, “helps the con- 
ductor in his thefts. There are three ways 
in which this is done. First the passenger 
will give the conductor the money instead 
of putting it in the box; second, the passen- 
ger will not demand full change from the 
conductor, but will permit him to return 20 
cents out of a quarter; third, the conductor 
sometighes puts his hand in the box and ex- 
tracts the money.”’

BALDWIN WINS SPEED TRIALS 
. * — ! 1 * 
Makes Two Flights in Dirigible 


at, Nineteen Miles an Hour. 


Endurance Trip at Fort Myer Looked 
for Today. 


Washington. D. C., Aug. 14.—Capt. Bald- 
win today fulfilled the second requirement 
tor the acceptance of his military dirigible 
balloon by making two successful speed 
trials at Fort Myer. A week ago the airahip 
was accepted so far as construction is con- 
cerned, and tomorrow it is'expected the en- 
durance trial will be made. Capt. Baldwin 
is allowed three flights to fulffll the endur- 
ance specifications. | 

Taking advantage ot the most ideal 
weather conditions he, hag yet. had, Capt. 
Baldwin was ready to make the speed trial 
at 6:80 this evening, and at 6:33 his dirigible 
shot across the starting line in a northerly 

Re eee 
Mr. Curtis. handling the planes and the 
engine, increased the speed, at the same 
time bringing the ship to a higher altitude. 
Just. before the turning point, two and one- 
sixteenth miles away, was reached Capt. 
Baldwin lost control of the ship and it 
turned half way around. He got it back 
immediately, however, but not before a 
minute or two had been lost. On the home- 
stretch the airship sailed at a greater rate 
of speed than it had ever attained before, 
crossing: the finishing line at 6:48, fifteen 
minutes after starting. Deducting the time 
required for turning, the average speed was 
sixteen and one-half miles an hour. This 
was one-half mile over the minimum speed 
required. 
Second Flight the Faster. 

After replenishing the supply of gasoline, 
Capt. Baldwin started another official speed 
trial, in an attempt to get a bonus on his 
contract price of $6,750. At. 7:10 the air- 
ship again crossed the starting line. On this 
— Capt Baldwin steered closer to the 
Ww , 

The airship made the gwo and one-sixteenth 
miles in seven minutes, and the return trip 
was made in less than seven minutes, al- 
though the ship was traveling against the 
wind. The actual time for the second flight. 
was thirteen and three-quarters utes, 
from which the time for turning will be de- 
ducted. 

It ig believed the official timers will figure 
Capt. Baldwin's average time for the last 
test at nineteen miles an bour. His contract 
requires that twenty miles an hour be made 
in order that the contract price be secured. 
If lees than sixteen miles had been made the 
1 reject the machine. For every 
mile than twenty made by Capt. Bald- 
win 16 per cent will be deducted from the 
contract price.

ATTACK THE THEATER TRUST 


Washington Promoters Complain 
to Attorney General. 


INVESTIGATION IS ORDERED. 


Stage Monopoly to Be Looked Into by 
Special Deputy of Department. 


Washington, D. C., Aug. 14.—-[Special.}— 
Efforts were made today to get the support 
of the department of justice in checking the 
operations of the so-called theatrical trust. 
It fe the firat complaint of this kind that 
has been made to the department, and it 
was pushed along to New York, where one 
of the trust busters of the attorney general’s 
offle happened to be attending to other busi- 
ness. 

Local capitalists formed an amusement 
company and bought a site for a theater in 
H street, between -Thirteenth ara Four- 
teenth. It was a costly location, Plans for 
a new playhouse were drawn and work was 
to be started on the building next week. 
Those interested in the enterprise became 
disconcerted, however, by reports in the 
newspapers of a meeting held in New York 
recently at which all the large theatrical 
interests of the country were represented, 
and where a combination was formed that 
is supposed to have brought all American 
theatrical business of whatever kind tightly 
into their control. 


Independents Warned Off. 

The local men were fearful of going on 
with their enterprise under such circum- 
stances. Their amusement manager is W. 
F. Thomas of New York, and he had the 
project of erecting the playhouse in hand 
when the new deal of the theatrical mag- 
nates became known.

GOTHAM AND LONDONJINGOES 
SEND FAKE SCARES TO JAPAN. 


“News” Represents America as Rising 
Against Japanese Because of 
Okuma’s Talk on U. 8. Naval Policy.

TOKIO, Aug. 14.—Specia] dispatches from 
New York and London, printed in Japanese 
newspapers, represent that the recent ut- 
terance of Count Okume attributing the 
naval expansion policy of the United States 
to the sudden rise of Japan to the impor- 
tance of a world power is arousing intense 
indignation and has caused a complete 
recrudescence of anti-Japanese sentiment 
throughout America. 

The New York newspapers are quoted as 
editorially urging an American-Chinese alli- 
ance for the purpose of offsetting the bel- 
ligerency of the Japanese. One newspaper 
is quoted as giving the views of Wu Ting- 
fang, Chinese minister to the United States, 
on the subject of an alliance, in which he 
threatens Japan with “an early evidence of 
the real power of the American navy.“ 
Americans residing in Tokio, Yokohama, 
and elsewhere throughout Japan are ex- 
tremely indignant. They believe the spe- 
cial dispatches exaggerate the tone of the 
New York newspapers, and feel that it is 
unfortunate that at this time anything 
should be permitted fo retard the friendly 
relations of the nationa, in view of the elab- 
orate arrangements on foot among the Japa- 
nese to welcome the American fleet 
American business men here especially 
regret the publications, because the revival

REAR ADMIRAL COGSWELL DEAD 
WAS HERO OF SEA ROMANCES. 


Man Who Made Trip Around Horn on 
Oregon and Inspired Stevenson 
Story Dies Suddenly.

Jacksonville, Fla., Aug. 14.—[{Special.}— 
Rear Admiral James Kelsey Cogswell, U. 8. 
N., retired, died here today. He was born in 
Milwaukee sixty-four years ago. He was a 
schoolmate there of Gen. Arthur McArthur 
and Gen. Charles King. The funeral wili be 
held in Milwaukee. 

It was Rear Admiral Cogswell who made 


Clark, around the horn from the Pacific to 
the Atlantic during the Spanish-American 
war. 

Admiral Cogswell is survived by a widow, 
@ son, and daughter. The latter is supposed 
to be with the mother, while the son is at 
sea with the American fleet. 

One of the remarkable romances in con- 
nection with the naval career of Admiral 
Cogswell made the subject for reference 
in one of the interesting South sea stories by 
the late Robert Louis Stevenson. In some 
manner the American war vessel on which 
Admiral Cogswell was an officer was wrecked 
in the southern Pacific ocean.

Classic Hymn an Improvisation. 

Of the 500 hymns composed by the evan- 
gelist none is more famous than “The 
Ninety and Nine,” the verses of Which he 
clipped from a penny religious paper at a 
Glasgow railroad station. The words of the 
poem so attracted him that he to 
Moody he had found the hymn he had been 
looking for for years. The clipping was put 
away in a scrap book. 

Two days later a great meeting was held 
in Edinburgh and at the close of an eloquent 
sermon by Mr. Moody on The Good Shep- 
herd,” the evangelist turned to Mr. Sankey 
and suggested that he sing.

When Mr. y died in 1890 Mr. Sankey, 
although feeling his death keenly, and him- 
self beginning to weaken under the strain of 
years of campaigning, continued the work 
until in 1902 he, too, was compelled to retire, 
The evangelist was a liberal in religion, his 
efforts being on broad lines of spiritual uplift. 
He was at one time a member of Grace Meth- 
odist Episcopal church in Chicago, and for 
the last seven years had been a member of 
Lafayette Avenue Presbyterian church in

Trouble Over Colonist Rates. 
Railroad passenger officials are considera- 
bly agitated over a recent ruling of the in- 
terstate commerce commission affecting the 


‘reduced one way colonist fares to points on 


the Pacific coast. The commission holds 
that the tariffs posted by the railroads must 
quote the rates to every point in a state to 
which they are effective if there are thirty 
or mere stations in the state which are ex- 
empt from the application of the reduced 
rate, 

The road comtené that the order jis un- 
reasonable and imposes undue restrictions, 
involving so great expense as to make the 
reduced fares impracticable except as applied 
to a few principal points. They point out 
that the commission's order would compel 
them to quote rates to ag many as 700 differ- 
ent points in a state in order to make a few 
necessary exceptions, and that unless the 
commissioners can be induced to ameliorate 
the severity of the restrictions they will be 
obliged to withdraw the accustomed low 
rates to the less important stations and 
apply them only to a few main points of des- 
tinat ion. 

Feveral of the lines involved have asked 
the commission to change its order. Mean- 
while the roads in Central Pa r asso- 
ciation territory have decided that instead of 
reissuing any tariffs they will hold them in 
abeyance until they learn what the western 
roads propose to do in the matter, and 
whether an alteration of the ruling can be 
secured before Sept. 1, the first selling date 
of the reduced fare tickets. 


Increase of Car Efficiency. 
The bi-weekly report of the committee on 


car efficiency of the American Railway asso- . 


ciation for the period from July 22 to Aug. 8 
shows a total of surplus cars on the latter 
date of 281,621, a decrease of 27,050 since the 
last report. Of this decrease 6,505 are box 
cars, 21,195 coal and gondola cars, while the 
surplus flat cars increased about 1,000.

In order to secure greater protection to its 
property in and around Pittsburg the Penn- 
syivania railroad has @rganized a novel fire 
department. Seventeen locomotives have 
been equipped with fire hose and pumping 
machinery, enabling them to supply a strong 
stream of water from their own tanks. These 
‘engines, with crews that are fast Decoming 
expert in fire fighting, operate continuously 
day and night In ordinary switching service, 
but fire alarms have the first call upon them. 

The importance of ample fire protection can 
be readily seen when it is known that 6,000 
freight cars are handled in the Pittsburg dis- 
trict every day, while approximately 1,500 
2 are standine in the various yards all the 
time. 

The new fire protection is supplemental! to 
that furnished by the city and benefits many 
places in the yards and on the tracks which 
are inaccessible to ordinary fire engines. 


Erie Cuts Delivery Charges. 

The Erie railroad has taken the same 
action as the Lackawanna in relation to light - 
erage charges in New York harbor and has 
filed with the interstate commerce commis- 
sion notice that, effective on Sept. 15, it will 
permit three free deliveries from a carload 
shipment on what is known as “ split deliver- 
des when the shipment is consigned to more 
than one consignee, as in the case where a 
Chicago shipper sends a carload of goods 
to be reshipped from New York to differ- 
ent foreign ports. In fact, the Erie claims 
to have taken the initiative in restoring the 
arrangement which formerty existed, be- 
cause on Aug. 1 it reduced the charge on split 
deliveries.to $1 for each delivery. 


ALLERTON WINS LONG FIGHT. 


Receiver of Mexic South western 
Railroad Dismissed Following Lit- 
igation Lasting Over Ten Years. 


Santa Fé, N. M., Aug. 14.—In the matter of 
the Mexican Southwestern Rallroad com- 
pany receivership, pending in court for more 
than ten years, Judge John R. Merle ap- 
proved the final report of the receiver, Henry 
W. Leman, and discharged him. 

The Mexican Southeastern Raflroad com- 
pany was Organized in 1896 in New Mexico 
with a capital of $10,000,000 to build a road 
in Mexico from San Geronimo to Guatemala. 
The Spanish-Americeh war came on, the 
company could not sell its bonds, and its 


concession from the Mexican government 


became forfeited, leaving the company in 
over $1,000,000 of net liabilities. 

Samuel W. Allerton of Chicago was treas- 
urer of the company and also a charter di.

Careless motormen,”’ he declared, are 
a greater menace to the lives of our citizens 
than reckless aufomobilists. I will see if 
the city law department cannot do something 
if this proportion of fatal accidents is not 
speedily decreased.” 

Causes of Accidents.’ 

Most of the accidents reported are on sur- 
face lines, but those on the elevated rall- 
roade are also considered. The causes in- 
clude alighting from cars, struck by cars, 
knocked from a wagon by cars, run over 
by cars. 

Hereley expressed the ‘opinion that many 
of the accidents were due to the. careless- 
ness of motormen at cross tracks.

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POLICE RECORD ALL WEAPONS 


Register Expected to Show Near- 
ly 500,000 Shooting Irons, 


Number Reduced Fifty Per Cent Ac- 
cording to Chief Shippy. 


here will be nearly half a million regis- 
tered revolvers and pistols in Chicago when 
we get them all located,“ said Sergeant 
Charles Atkinson, who is in charge od the 
bureau of firearms at room 206 in the city 
hall. 

Chief Shippy has informedcommanding ar- 
ficers that all persons ownitig revolvers and 
pistols and knives of the bowie or dirk va- 
riety must take out licenses under the new 
ordinance. The chief says the law has re- 
duced the carrying of concealed weapons 50 
per cent. 

Old weapons as well as new must be regis- 
tered, according to the ordinance. This 
means,“ said Sergeant Atkinson, that col- 
lectors of archaic weapons are required to 
take out licenses. It makes no difference if 
a flint lock pistol was made in 1646 or a fire 
lock is from the mountains of Afghanistan, 
it is a weapon under the law and must be 
tagged.“

The blame for the tragedy is laid at the 
door of a grand duchess, already mature in 
years, but still a handsome woman, and 
whose “ affaires de cour" have been as nu- 
merous and almost as sensational as the 
escapades of her sons. Count Sumarokoff 
Elston, justly reputed the most handsome 
‘and fascinating youth in St. Petersburg so- 
ciety, had, like Prince Lobanoff and others 
before him, become entangled in her net. 
He sought to free himself from ite meshes 
when he fell violently in love with Mile. von 
Heyden, a giri of rare lovéliness and one of 
the beauties of the Russian court. 

The grand duchess, in order to break off 
this infatuation, maneuvered in his absence 
abroad so as to bring about a marriage of 
the girl with Count Manteuffel, a young 
— of the guards, possessed of birth, 
rank, good looks, and fortune, who, knowing 
nothing of Sumarokoff’s devotion to Mills. 
von Heyden, was passionately in love with 
her. The marriage into which she was 
forced took place. at St. Petersburg with 
much pomp and ceremony. But on the same 
day Sumarokof, who had returned a few 
days previously, disappeared from the cap-. 
tal, and it was afterwards ascertained that 
he had followed the newly married couple to 
Paris.

There the bridegroom, returning a few 
hours after their arrival to his apartments 
in the hotel from a brief shopping expedi- 
tion, found Sumarokof calling on his bride, 
and became aware for the fi time that 
they were in love with oneanother. Stunned 
by the discovery, realizing that all three were 
the victims of an intrigue, and that he had 
no ground for complaint against Sumaro- 
koff, whose love for Mile. Heyden had been 
entirely free from reproach; appreciating, 
moreover, the fact that the countess, his 
bride only in name, could never accord him 
her love, he attempted suicide, inflicting a 
gerious wound upon himself with his re- 
volver. It was this that first drew public 
attention te the affair. 5 

The countess remained by his side to nurse 
him and as soon as he recovered left him and 
returned to her parents. There the matter 
might have rested bad not the officérs of 
Count Manteuffels regiment taken a hand in 
the affair. Unable or unwilling to appre- 


late the true facts of the case, which they 


chose to construe as the betrayal by Guma- 
rokoff of the bride of Manteuffel, both prior 
and subsequent to her marriage, they in- 
sisted that the latter should either fight 
Sumarokoff or elee leave the fegiment ae 
unfit any longer to associate with men of 
honor and gemilemen. 

It ia intimated in society at St. Petersburg 
that the attitude of the officers in thus fore- 
ing Manteuffel to challenge Sumarokoff was 
instigated and abetted by the grand duchess, 
whose good will for Bumarokof had been 
changed into hatred by hie attitude to her 


after his return — Paris. At any rate, 
young Manteuffel was goaded into fighting 
a duel, for which he had no inclination, and 
if he killed hie adversary it probably was 
through inadvertence or because he was

CHICAGO LIVE STOCK MARKET. 

CHICAGO, Aug. 14.—Increaseé competition from 
outside buyers and bullish seritiment among local 
traders rallied hog values and effected a close at 
5@10c higher prices, after a weakand sharply lower

values followed. The quality of the offerings was 
much poorer than on the previous day, and the 
relatively larger number of sales transacted at low 
prices resulted in a decline of 18 in the average 
price, which stood at §6.41, against $6.59 Thurs- 
day. This figure was misieading, however, as 
closing transactions were at prices that could not 
be obtained late the day before. Supplies of cat- 
tie were so small that traders did not consider it 
worth while to stand out for higher values. It 
‘was just as well that they did not, as it was evident 
that there were but few orders on market, 
while a total absence of prime native steers did 
not work any hardship on the trade, the demand 
for such stock being nil. More than half of the 
receipts of cattle were Texans, most of which 
came to packers Greet for slaughter. Native 
butcher stock met with a fairly active demand 
from outside dealers, who bought up the offerings 
in quick time at firm prices. Bulls hed steady, 
while calves met with a brisk demand at strong 
figures. Sheep and lamb supplies were disappoint- 
ingiy small. and further gains. of 10 ide were re- 
corded, native lambs selling up to $6.76. 


CATTLE. 


Although receipts of cattle were exceptionally } 


light. the attendance of buyers was proportionately 
mall, and there wae no snap to the trade. Total 
arrivals were placed at 2.500, and included only 
about a dozen loads of native bteers, eleven loads 
of western range , Rearly 1.800 Texas 
cattle, and the rest mostly butcher stock. The 
native steers topped at $5.50. but there were no 
orders for high priced offerings and the lack of 
prime beeves was of no consequence. Only a few 
loads of the Texas cattle were offered on the open 
market, most of which sold at $4.20 for steers of 
medium quality. The rangers cleared at from $3.75 
4.50 for the steers, 53. 10%. for cows, and at 
$3.10 for bulls, while cows and heifers mixed 
brought 88. 88. Packers received sufficient | 
plies direct to keep them from participating in the 
butcher stock trade to any large extent, but there 
was a liberal number of orders for desirable native 
cows and heifers outside sources, and 

had little difficulty in effecting a clearance of all 
offerings at an early hour, Best cows sold at $5.25, 
while a spread of m $3.40@4.50 took most of the 
desirable lots.

early purchases over at more than 180 profit. 

Expectationa that the recent decline in hog 
values would result in lighter receipts for the next 
few days were taken as responsible for the sud- 
den improvement noted in the demand. All classes 
of buyers went after the hogs with 4 vengeance, 
and, although it was expected that there would be 
nearly 9,000 hogs carried over unsold again at the 
finish, traders said that most of these hogs could 
have been sold if holders had been willing to accept 
the prices offered them. 

Charles McElvey of Rosenbaum Bros. & Co. said: 
Although sheep and lamb values have made good 
gains this week, country shippers had better keep 
alone to shore, as any great increase in arrivals 
the first of next week will most likely result in 
sharply reduced values. Packers paid the ad- 
vance thie week under protest, and the limited 
offerings were primarily responsible for the higher 
trend of values. ' 

Advices received from southern points told of 
rapidly decreasing supplies of liambe, and local 
tradere said that it would not be long now before 
western territories will have to supply all of the 
lambs needed by the trade. Receipts of western 
lambs showed a slight increase this week, but they 
will have to come in much larger numbers if they 
are to supply all requirements. 

Low prices for hoge have injected ginger in the 
eastern demand and shippers bought 4,121 head 
here Thursday, and about 5,500 Friday, a total 
of 9,621, compared with 8,840 hogs bought during 
the firet three days of the week. Shippers usually 
buy most of their hogs during the first three days of 
the week, and this places all the more significance 
on the fact that their purchases during the last 
two days were heavier than on the three days 
before. 0 

Cudahy Bros. of Cudahy, Wia, also had their 
representatives on the local market buying light 
hogs.
